WASHINGTON, Feb 4 (ZP)—Sen. 
Taft <R-Ohio> demanded today that 
President Truman submit to Con­ 
gress any agreement he might make 
to dispatch American troops to 
North Atlantic pact countries. 
Taft, who heads the Republican 
Policy Committee, said in an inter­ 
view he thinks Gen. Dwight D. Eis­ 
enhower “made a good impression” 
on Congress but wasn’t quite de­ 
finite enough in his reports last 
week on the state of Western Eu­ 
rope’s defenses. 
“Ike” Not “Very Definite” ' 
“The General has said he didn’t 
make any agreements on the num­ 
ber of American troops to be fur­ 
nished,” Taft said. “But such agree­ 
ments are certainly being discussed 
and obviously the President will be 
the one to make it. 
“Any agreement that the Presi­ 
dent makes should be submitted to 
Congress and then we can deter­ 
mine whether the ratio of American 
to European troops is satisfactory. 
“We have nothing to work on now. 
Gen. Eisenhower wasn’t very defin­ 
ite in what he told Congress.” 
It was Taft’s first direct comment 
on Eisenhower’s four congressional 
appearances and his radio-television 
speech to the nation last week in 
which the five-star General said 
American security demands support 
with men and guns of Western Eu­ 
rope’s 
defenses 
against 
possible 
Communist attack. 
Taft Demands Ceiling 
Both the Ohio Senator and the 
General have been mentioned as 
possible 
Republican 
presidential 
candidates next year. 
T aft has demanded that Congress 
put a ceiling on the number of U. 
S. divisions that could 
be sent 
abroad. He has said the United 
States should not take the lead 
in organizing the North Atlantic 
defense setup while Eisenhower has 
declared that only America can fur­ 
nish the necessary leadership. 


Some 12,000 switchmen, members 
of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen, are out.

A few hopeful developments were 
reported Sunday but none gave in­ 
dication that a definite break in the 
strike was in the offing. 
There were isolated reports of 
a partial thawing of the rail freeze, 
but the preponderance of cities and 
railroads affected by the “sick call” 
still indicated little relief was in 
sight. 


Reds Cut Berlin 
Train Service 


BERUN, Feb. 4 (ZF)—East Ger­ 
many issued an order today sharply 
reducing train service between the 
Russian zone and West Berlin. 
Effective tomorrow, the Soviet- 
controlled elevated system, work­ 
horse of Berlin’s transport setup, 
will run only four trains daily be­ 
tween Potsdam and the western 
sectors of the city. Heretofore four 
elevated trains ran hourly across 
the Russian zone border. 
German passenger traffic between 
West Berlin and the adjacent Soviet 
zone is heavy throughout the day 
and night. The reduced schedules 
will compel thousands either to 
use buses or forego the Journey. 
Eastern officials said the move 
was being taken to tighten controls 
against thieves smuggling valuable 
scrap metal out of the Soviet zone 
into the West Berlin black market.

WASHINGTON. Feb. 4 (ZP)—Two 
of President Trum an’s chief “Fair 
Deal” backers in the Senate joined

budget.

was what set off the renewed re­ 
duction calls. Mr. Tillman contends 
the budget provides only for essen­ 
tials and is “sound.” 


Martin Urges Slash 
Rep. Martin (Mass), the House 
Republican leader, used the tax pro­ 
posal as his takeoff point for a 
statement calling for slashes and 
asserting this conclusion: 
“Either the administration plan­ 
ners are deliberately taking advan­ 
tage of the world crisis to tax the 
American people into dependence 
upon a socialist state, or the height 
of fiscal irresponsibility has been 
reached by an already-lrresponsible 
government.”

Serviceman Finds 
Gas Leak-And How 


LANCASTER, Pa., Feb. 4 (ZP) — 
Fred Baumann, a Lancaster County 
Gas Company serviceman, lit a 
piece of newspaper today to look for 
a gas leak at the home of Robert 
Schober. 
He found it. 
The burning newspaper set off an 
ear-splitting blast which damaged 
two homes. Baumann escaped in­ 
jury. 
Baumann himself refused to dis­ 
cuss the incident but Andrew S. 
Morgan, the company president, said 
the “violation of one of the funda­ 
mental rules known to all gas com­ 
pany service employes is difficult 
to understand.” 
“It can only be explained as an 
example of human frailty,” he add­ 
ed, stating "proper restitution will 
be made by the company.”

3 More Rapists 
Due To Die Today 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 4 (ZP) — Su­ 
preme Court Justice Harold H. Bur­ 
ton tonight refused to stay the 
scheduled execution tomorrow of 
the last three of the “Martinsville 
Seven” negroes for the mass rape 
of a Virginia white woman. 
Tile appeal to Burton was appar­ 
ently the final step in a steady but 
fruitless campaign to halt the execu­ 
tions. Four other negroes did last 
Friday after Chief Justice Vinson 
turned down an appeal in their 
behalf. 
Pickets protesting the executions, 
set for 7:30 a. rn. Eastern Standard 
Time, had marched in front of the 
White House today. 
Other demonstrations of protest 
had been conducted around the 
state capitol at Richmond, Va. 
The appeal to Burton tonight was 
presented by three attorneys in a 
conference at the Justice's chambers 
in the Supreme Court building. 
In seeking to halt the executions 
the petition to Burton said that 
court-appointed white attorneys had 
presented an inadequate and “path­

We must 
pace our whole preparedness effort 
in such a way that we will be strong 
whether the showdown comes next 
year for ten years from now.” 
To achieve this preparedness, Mrs 
Rosenberg said, universal military 
training—between the ages of 18 
and 19—is essential.

Herd Improvement 
Heard At Program 


BEDFORD. Pa.—Grassland farm­ 
ing and dairy herd improvement 
featured ai the Dairy Day Program 
here. C. E. Koontz presided at both 
forenoon and afternoon sessions. 
James H. Eakin, agronomy exten­ 
sion specialist of Penn State Col­ 
lege, described a new forage crop, 
birdsfoot trefoil, as having a place 
on either wet or very dry fields for 
pasture or hay. Stands of this crop 
were not easy to secure, he said, but 
once established are permanent. He 
further described it as less produc­ 
tive than orchard grass and ladino 
clover mixtures but a crop which 
would grow where orchard grass 
and ladino clover were not adapted. 
Eakin became ill at noon and 
could nob take his place on the aft­ 
ernoon program to advocate annual 
applications of 0-12-12 or 0-20-20 
fertilizer to legume pasture and hay 
mixtures in late summer or before 
September 15. Joe Taylor, dairy ex­ 
tension specialist, with the help of 
County Agent Mollenauer presented 
these recommendations and answer­ 
ed many questions pertaining to 
crops. 
Taylor’s 10-point dairy production 
program was well received by the 
125 farmers present. It includes a- 
herd large enough for a satisfaction 
income, quality hay, improved pas­ 
tures, records of production on each 
cow, use of good bulls, growing out 
the calves to obtain big cows, good 
herd health, high quality milk, an 
up-to-date attitude and organizing 
to get a fair price for dairy pro­ 
ducts.

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Yugoslavia Fearful 


If Moscow touches off a war against Yugoslavia 
this winter or spring, Belgrade won’t be caught nap­ 
ping. Tito’s intelligence, which operates partly behind 
the bolshevik iron curtain, is already warning him 
that preparations for just such a move are even now 
far advanced. 
Romania, Hungary and Bulgaria, it reports, now 
have about 32 divisions under arms, or almost three 
times the number of men permitted them under the 
peace treaties. Czechoslovakia is stockpiling aviation 
gasoline. Albania is receiving shipments of Soviet 
tanks and other war materiel. Russia herself had six 
divisions in her Danubian satellites in December, and 
there are unconfirmed rumors that she recently sent 
in more to replace Romanian and Hungarian divisions 
said to be in the Soviet Union now receiving special 
training. 
Yugoslav intelligence also reports that 155,000 men 
have been called to the colors in Bulgaria, Romania, 
and Hungary within seven weeks; that Russia^ has 
shipped between 300 and 400 tanks to Bulgaria recent­ 
ly and has supplied a three-division air force there; 
and that a strategic program of military highway 
building is being rushed to completion in Hungary 
despite winter weather. There are also rumors, un­ 
confirmed, of bacteriological warfare work in Hungary. 
But there is overwhelming evidence that the 
bolshevist bloc is forging a ring of military encircle­ 
ment around Yugoslavia, the only Communist nation 
not subservient to Russia. If this doesn’t mean war, it 
certainly indicates that Russia is turning the heat 
on and will continue to increase it. The Balkans, with 
their poor transport facilities, their mountainous ter­ 
rain, and other military disadvantages, are not Well 
suited to a sudden attack not preceded by extensive 
preparations. 
Such preparations are clearly under 
way. 
This does not necessarily mean that Russia Is 
planning to use her own troops. Yugoslavia has the 
second largest army on the European continent, but 
It is probably oiftnumbered by the hostile forces on 
her borders. 


This nation, which once pined for a good five-cent 
cigar, would now be more than satisfied to settle for 
a suitable $5,000 home. 


The Terror Of 1894 
The recent death of Mrs. Jacob S. Coxey draws 
attention to the fact that her husband, one of the 
most talked-of men in the nation over half a century 
ago but now forgotten, is still alive at 96. 
The middle nineties were dark days of hard times, 
surpassed only by the depression which began in 1929. 
Lawlessness was in the air, and alarm was manifested 
when “General” Coxey led an army of unemployed to 
Washington, demanding that government bonds be 
Issued without interest to finance road-building and 
other forms of public employment. The timid saw the 
beginning of revolution, even as in 1932 some with 
overwrought nerves saw a similar peril when the 
bonus-seeking veterans were driven out of their 
Washington encampment by troops. 
“Coxey’s Army” did not survive to be so repressed. 
It melted away by degrees on the long march across 
Ohio and Pennsylvania, and the few remaining dis­ 
banded when Coxey was arrested for trespassing on 
the Capitol grass. The fiasco should be a reminder 
to those in authority not to be frightened easily. 
Coxey has since dabbled in politics occasionally, 
running for high office on minor party tickets and 
once being elected mayor of his home city of Mas­ 
sillon, Ohio. His army of unemployed long since went 
back to work, or to oblivion. 


Versatile Students 
Wide-awake college students are still proving that 
it is possible to attend college on something approach­ 
ing a self-supporting basis. More than half of the 
students at the City College of New York are doing so. 
Its placement bureau lists ten thousand jobs which 
are easily filled with the exception of those which pay 
on a commission basis. The student wants to be sure 
of his income. 
Baby-sitting, dog-walking and car-watching are 
among the less exacting jobs. Waiting table is always 
popular, as its pay usually includes meals and tips. 
A New Jersey company tests dyes and chemicals on 
students’ skins, paying five dollars per patch test. One 
young man wields a knife for a meat-packing com­ 
pany, and the fire and police departments provide 
part-time jobs. 
A large city provides more variety in job pos­ 
sibilities, but smaller communities also have many 
openings where youth and strength are needed. The 
student who earns all or part of his expenses is likely 
to appreciate his education and strive to get good 
value for his monev^ 


Thinking It Through 
In an age when we are bombarded from all sides 
by propaganda, how can we distinguish between truth 
and falsehood and form correct opinions of our own? 
One adviser suggests a few rules: 
“First, make sure you know what is said. What 
does it really mean in words you can define, not vague 
generalities? Second, try to find out if there are any 
facts or evidence to verify or disprove the statement. 
Third, attempt an analysis of the motives behind the 
statement. Fourth, how will the suggested policy work 
out in the long run? And fifth, are you sure your 
own prejudices have not entered into your evaluation 
of the statement?” 
The result of such a mental process as this on 
the part of all the listeners to radio and television and 
readers of newspapers and magazines would be the 
formation of a truly enlightened public opinion. Its 
value cannot be overestimated in this time of 
confusion. 


Hazard For Doodlers 
The analysis of character through examination of 
handwriting is familiar to most persons. Less well 
known is the fact that the grapho-analysts, as the 
handwriting experts are known, also read character 
in the aimless wanderings of pencil on paper which 
are called doodles. It might be said that doodling is 
to .the grapho-analyst what the traditional couch is 
to the psychiatrist, a spot where the subject’s inner 
thoughts may slip out in an unguarded moment. 
Many wise men have counseled care in putting 
thoughts into writing. Perhaps we should go further 
with doodles and take care that they are destroyed, 
lest they fall before analytical eyes.

School Health Programs 
T 


HE HEALTH of the baby has 
received so much attention in 
the last half century that in­ 
fancy is becoming one of the 
safest periods in life. Authorities 
now are turning their attention to 
the pre-school and school groups 
and it is likely that in the next 
half century a program will be de­ 
vised that will set the pattern for 
years to come. Such a project is 
essential because it is so important 
to maintain physical and mental 
health thru the development period. 
Physicians often speculate as to 
the effect on a child’s development 
of a cold, measles, or a kidney in­ 
fection. During the interval of in­ 
capacity, growth usually is at a 
standstill and what is lost during 
this time may never be regained. 
It is possible that the youngster 
was entering a growth spurt that 
never materialized because of ill­ 
ness. As a result, he ended up an 
inch or two shorter than he would 
have been if this particular bout 
had not occurred. 
• — a — a 
If we continue to speculate it 
also is conceivable that the child 
missed something in school, per­ 
haps a little trick in adding and 
subtracting. If the subject was not 
brought up again in class his abil­ 
ities along this line may have suf­ 
fered accordingly. Some schools 
make allowances in that the cur­ 
riculum is based on a certain 
amount of absenteeism. At any rate, 
it is logical to assume that our 
youngsters will be geared to maxi­ 
mum efficiency if they can develop 
without interruption. At least, it 
gives them the greatest chance to 
forge ahead. This does not mean 
that a sickly child never amounts 
to anything; we all know of many 
instances where health handicaps 
were compensated for by excellent 
scholarship. 
Frequent examinations are an 
essential feature of a school health 
program. Four are considered the 
minimum; at admission, in the in­ 
termediate grades, at adolescence, 
and before leaving school. Addi­ 
tional medical checkups are a must 
for the child who has more than 
his share of illnesses. The initial 
examination will disclose abnor­ 
malities that might interfere with 
the physical well being of the pupil 
and his ability to assimilate knowl­ 
edge. For example, if a boy can­ 
not see the blackboard or hear the 
teacher, he may be robbed of his 
opportunity to make good. Early 
recognition of hearing or visual 
disturbances has psychological im­ 
plications. 
Too many of these 
youngsters encounter complexes be­ 
cause they are blamed unjustly for 
stupidity; they feel inferior when 
they cannot keep pace with their 
classmates. Moreover, many such 
defects are remediable; others can 
be prevented from growing worse. 


In one series of 14,132 public 
school children in New York City, 
more than half had some disorder. 
Included in the list were obesity 
and underweight, frequent respira­ 
tory infections, heart trouble, visual 
and hearing defects, allergies, skin 
diseases, flat feet, curvature of the 
spine, behavior and emotional dis­ 
turbances, and many others includ­ 
ing a case of pregnancy. 
Such a survey serves as an illus­ 
tration of what can be expected 
and the possibilities for making cor­ 
rections. The plan also has a pro­ 
phylactic value. Have the children 
been vaccinated? Are they suffering 
from contagious diseases? Is restric­ 
tion of activities needed because of 
an organic heart condition? Is 
something in the home environment 
responsible for behavior difficulties?

The fact that she seems to cling 
to the doll for support may mean 
that she Is in need of more love 
and affection. An attempt should 
be made to make the girl more 
mature emotionally by giving her 
greater responsibility—more things 
to do. Perhaps her attention could 
be diverted from thumbsucklng by 
arranging for her to have a tea 
party with her doll, or she could 
help you with the dusting and sim­ 
ilar chores. Meanwhile, every effort 
should be made to remove any cause 
of friction that might exist in her 
environment.

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 4

The Washington Merry-Go-Round -------- 


U. S. Establishes Opium Independence; GOP Looks Ahead To Presidential Pos­ 
sibilities In '52; Duquesne U. Orchestra Builds Good Will 


WASHINGTON.—It’s still an of- 
ficial secret but the United States 
will soon be independent of the rest 
of the world when it comes to 
opium. 
This independence will be obtain­ 
ed by planting about 30,000 acres 
of poppies in California and the 
Far West; second, by using a new 
substitute for morphine—methodine. 
Most people don’t realize It, but 
the hospitals of the United States 
could hardly function without op­ 
ium. In addition, opium and its de­ 
rivatives—morphine and codeine— 
would be indispensable in an atomic 
bomb disaster. Yet our chief sources 
of opium are now either under or 
near Communist domination. One 
opium area, China, is now complete­ 
ly Communist, while another, Iran, 
could be taken over by Russia in 
a few days. A third source, Mace-* 
donia, is on the precarious edge of 
the iron curtain. 
Therefore, having learned a les­ 
son in World War II, when we let 
the Japanese take over the quinine 
supply of the Dutch East Indies, 
the National Research Council and 
the Munitions Board, under Chair­ 
man Jack Small, are getting pre­ 
pared for an eventual opium short­ 
age. 
First, a synthetic substitute for 
morphine, methodine, according to 
Dr. Isaac Starr of the University 
of Pennsylvania, can be manufact­ 
ured from available domestic chem­ 
icals. Furthermore, it can be pro­ 
duced at only a fraction of the cost 
of morphine. 
Second, the Munitions Board has 
been collecting opium-bearing pop­ 
pies through several research farms 
in the West, and now has on hand 
enough poppy seed to plant 30,000 
acres. In a few months more, suf­ 
ficient seed will be available for 
70,000 acres and this acreage, yield­ 
ing two crops a year, will be enough 
to supply the entire nation. 
Note I—Exact location of the 
poppy farms is being kept a secret 
for fear they will become a mecca 
of dope addicts. 
Note 2—Word of the new U. S. 
opium supply will bring howls of 
anguish to the international opium 
monopoly which has been hiking 
prices to American purchasers. 


—Taft vs. Ike— 
It is now exactly 17 months be­ 
fore the two great American politi­ 
cal parties hold their conventions 
and select the two candidates who 
will battle it out to become Presi­ 
dent of the United States. But even 
17 months in advance, the back­ 
stage wires are being pulled and 
the ground work laid for that battle. 
In the Republican camp two men 
are definitely emerging on the 
presidential horizon—Taft and Eis­ 
enhower. 
This was admitted by rotund, 
likable 
Congressman 
Clarence 
Brown of Ohio, one of Senator 
Taft’s most devoted presidential 
promoters, who recently discussed 
Taft’s chances of defeating Eisen­ 
hower. 
“Ike will have to take a stand on 
18-year-olds,” he explained? private­ 
ly to friends, “and that will get all 
the mothers sore at him. 
“Then he’s been over In Germany 
talking 
to 
the 
Nazi 
generals,” 
Brown continued, “and that isn’t 
going to please the Jewish voters. 
“And he’s taking a stand on send­ 
ing troops to Europe, which will 
get a lot of other people sore at him. 
So. concluded Congressman Brown, 
“Ike hasn’t got a chance against 
Taft.” 
Note—It is significant, however, 
that Taft himself has now hedged 
a little on his original stand against 
sending troops to Europe. 


—Bread Prices— 
CORRECTION—In recently re­ 
viewing a study of food prices made 
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by the Senate Food Investigating 
Subcommittee, both this column and 
the committee apparently were in 
error regarding the margin of pro­ 
fit made by bakers. Further study 
convinces this writer that the bak­ 
er’s margin is not unreasonable, and 
that the average baker seldom 
makes more than half a cent on 
each pound of bread. While the 
price of bread has Increased, the 
prices of its Ingredients have also 
shot up, in some cases proportion­ 
ately more. In fairness to the bak­ 
ing Industry, I am delighted to set 
these facts straight. 


—People-To-People Friendship— 


Just as the Howard University 
Negro players toured Norway a 
year ago to offset the propaganda 
of Negro singer Paul Robeson, so 
an orchestra from Duquesne Univ­ 
ersity has recently toured Yugo­ 
slavia to build good will with the 
people of that country. 
The Duquesne Orchestra, many of 
them the sons of Pennsylvania steel 
workers who migrated here from 
Yugoslavia, probably accomplished 
more than diplomacy could do in 
20 years. 
“The Russians,” commented an 
excited Yugoslav leader to U. S. 
Ambassador Allen, “come in glum 
and glowering. They want to take 
everything out for themselves. But 
these tamburitzans are smiling and 
happy. They give to us. We are all 
for Amerlcanskl system.” 
The Duquesne youngsters, all of 
Yugoslav descent with such hyph­ 
enated names as Pat Jordanoff, 
sang and danced before more than 
100,000 wildly cheering Yugoslavs 


singing folk songs, as well as cow­ 
boy songs and American folk dances. 
Ambassador 
Allen, 
introducing 
them at Lyublyana, said: “These 
are the descendants of your own 
heroic people. In the United States 
people are free to carry on the cul­ 
ture of their parents. We are proud 
of the Yugoslav contribution to 
our culture.” 
The Duquesne students found the 
Yugoslav people united on one big 
point, a roaring contempt and dis­ 
like for Moscow. 


—Washington Pipeline—

REPORT that Mao Tse-tung 
has left Peking for Moscow is 
current on high governmental 
levels. The news is uncon­ 
firmed as yet, as was the first news 
of Molotov’s August Journey to 
Peking, when the Chinese interven­ 
tion in Korea was planned. But now 
as then, there axe at least many 
pressing reasons why the Kremlin’s 
great Far Eastern vassal and the 
Soviet high command need to talk 
about new moves in Asia. 
Indeed, one can almost write the 
agenda for the meeting, which 
would probably read, “Southeast 
Asia, Korea, and their relationship 
to possible moves in Europe.” It is 
the time factor that makes the 
problem of Southeast Asia the most 
likely candidate to head the list. 
In Indo-China, the prime target 
area, the season of low clouds called 
the “Crachin” which veil troop 
movements from air attack, lasts 
until approximately May I, when 
the beginning of the rainy season 
makes troop movements extremely 
difficult. Hence, lf the Chinese wish 
to attack, their best time to do so 
will be not later than the end of the 
first week of March, which will 
allow them two months of cam­ 
paigning in ideal conditions. Mean­ 
while, certain new’ factors have 
entered the equation which make 
their intentions more doubtful than 
two months ago. 
Army Still Poised 
The evidence of Chinese prepara­ 
tion for an attack southward is just 
as strong as when it was first 
reported in this space. The Chinese 
“liberation army” of 250,000 men, 
under a Sino-Soviet joint staff, still 
stands poised on the Indo-Chinese 
border.

Tassigny In rallying his own and 
the loyal Indo-Chinese forces in 
resistance to Ho Chi-minh’s native 
Communist battalions only makes 
it more likely that the Chinese will 
intervene openly in order to carry 
the day. 
Furthermore, there is now evi­ 
dence of another Chinese Commu­ 
nist army of from 100,000 to 150,000 
men in Yunnan province, at the 
head of the old Burma Road. The 
possibility that these troops are 
moving down the road toward 
Burma is suggested by the reported 
appearance of a Chinese regiment 
in the tribal country across the 
Burma border. And in the present 
confused situation in Burma, where 
the government of Premier Thakin 
Nu is struggling with two different 
armed Communist bands and many 
other dissidents, Chinese interven­ 
tion there would be just as decisive 
as in Indo-China. 
In other words, the Chinese have 
plainly made ready to grasp the 
great prizes of Southeast Asia. In 
one 
vital 
sense, 
however, 
the 
temptation to do so has been greatly 
reduced. Two months ago, the most 
effective flank attack on the West­ 
ern alliance would have been a 
Communist triumph in Southeast 
Asia, with all its alarming and 
demoralizing effects in Europe. To­ 
day, on the other hand, the Western 
alliance is already divided by the 
follies of its leaders, particularly its 
American leaders. 
In London especially, great num­ 
bers of socialists of the Kingsley 
Martin stripe are talking about 
Anglo-American relations in a tone 
that parodies Col. Robert R. Mc­ 
Cormick. Today, therefore, an at­ 
tack on Southeast Asia would not 
serve to weaken the Western al­ 
liance. The main effect would be to 
shatter the delusions of the wish- 


Honor Military Chaplains 
I 


have received an Invitation from 
the 
Chaplain 
Alexander 
D. 
Goode Lodge of the B’Nal B’- 
rith to attend a dinner in honor 
of three chaplains whose services 
during the past year measured up 
to the glorious heroism of the four 
chaplains of the USS Dorchester. 
This particular B’nal B rith lodge 
is named after the Jewish chaplain 
who went down on the Dorchester, 
and having accepted the honor of 
using his name, its members sought 
for a means of serving the armed 
forces in a suitable manner. As I 
gather the story, it would seem that 
out of conversations with Chaplain 
Joshua L. Goldberg of the Navy, 
the lodge reached the conclusion 
that they w’ould give awards to 
three chaplains each year who “. . . 
typify the devotion and sacrifice of 
the four chaplains who went down 
together when the USS Dorchester 
sank on Feb. 3, 1943. . .” 
That was done at the Waldorf- 
Astoria on Sunday night, but this 
article is being written prior to 
the event because the broader im­ 
plications of the concept make the 
awards, and not the banquet, im­ 
portant. 


The chaplain services in our 
armed forces represent a dis­ 
tinctively American recognition 
of the rights of an individual, 
under all conditions, to freedom 
of faith, to an acknowledge­ 
ment of his God and to freedom 
of access to religious worship 
without let or hindrance. This 
has been American tradition 
for three centuries, with a few 
unfortunate and much criticized 
lapses in colonial times. 


The chaplain, then, in our armed 
services, represents not only his own 
church but all churches; he speaks 
not for a sect or a cult but for the 
men of God In our nation; he is not 
only a professional clergyman but 
the conscience of our nation among 
the fighting men. and hp comes to 
these men, and women, too, in these 
days, almost as a parent. 
It Is an acknowledgement of the 
indisputable fact that our nation 


thinkers In London, Delhi and else­ 
where; and thus bring the Western 
allies together again. This is a great 
loss for Mao and the Soviet high 
command to balance against South­ 
east Asian gains. 
Supply Job Tough 
It may be true, moreover, that the 
position in Korea will influence the 
thinking of Mao Tse-tung, if not of 
his masters, about adventures else­ 
where. The Chinese are now plainly 
discovering in Korea that it is not 
easy to maintain an army of 450,000 
men without winter clothing or 
medicines or transport, in an ice­ 
bound, poverty-stricken country, at 
the end of 250-mile-long supply 
lines under continuous air attack. 
In 
the 
official 
Pentagon 
view 
(which of course may be as wrong 
now as it was formerly), the Chinese 
can no longer throw’ us out of Korea. 
But if they stay where they are, or 
even more if they attempt an offen­ 
sive, they risk losing their army 
there in the grim combined attrition 
of combat, hunger, disease and cold. 
This Is more serious than It may 
appear. The best guess is that the 
Chinese Communists have about 
3,000,000 men under arms, but that 
only 500.000 of these constitute the 
“first team,” of seasoned, well of­ 
ficered, 
relatively 
well equipped 
troops. Thus really heavy losses in 
Korea, where the first team is 
engaged, will impair the basic mili­ 
tary strength of Communist China 
much more than would seem likely, 
if one judges by the surface figures. 
Again, a severe loss must be bal­ 
anced against the gain of keeping 
American forces pinned down in 
Korea, and forcing us to expend 
men and resources there. 
With choices so difficult confront­ 
ing him, it will certainly not be 
surprising if Mao Tse-tung has in­ 
deed started the long journey to 
Moscow, to learn the views and 
receive the orders of his masters.

In war and peace, the men of God 
hold before our people “the laws of 
nature and of nature's God” and 
the broad concept that “all mer. are 
created equal” and possess “unalter­ 
able rights,” and among those right* 
must be the right to be close to 
one’s faith and tradition* even in 
the circumstances of war. 


The heroism and self-sacri­ 
fice of the chaplains of ail 
faiths is an American saga.

Lodge of B'nai B'rith. awards 
were given to two Protestants 
and 
a Catholic: 
Commander 
Robert M. Sc birr hart of tho 
Navy; Major Merritt O. Claw­ 
son of the Air Forre; anA Cap­ 
tain Herman G. Felhoelter of 
the Army. 


According to the program, 
Greenberg, president of the lodge, 
offered the awards, which were re­ 
ceived by the chief chaplains of 
each service in the presence cf 
Secretary of the Navy Francis Mat­ 
thews. 
Chaplain Felhoelter died in acn.cn 
on the Kum Hirer in the Korean 
War. Himself wounded. Father Fel­ 
hoelter voluntarily remained benni 
to aid the dying and wounded and 
“when last seen was still minister­ 
ing” In the service to his men. “His 
valorous action was an inspuwticn 
to every member of his regiment...” 
Of Chaplain Slawson. it is sa~i 
in the citation that he “distinguish­ 
ed himself by an outstanding spin: 
of charity and sacrifice which mani­ 
fested itself in his ministrations to 
all personnel regardless of race 
rank or position. He has exerted 
himself in an extraordinary manner 
to bring courage as well as practical 
assistance to his men under any 
and all conditions ” 
Chaplain Schwyhart serves the 
First Marine Division and 
..a. 
shown ‘great steadfastness rn the 
face of adversity; notable courage 
when circumstances tended to pro­ 
mote fear and discouragement; a 
bioad charity which manifested it­ 
self in service to all his men regard­ 
less of the creed, rank, or posi­ 
tion. . .” 


Here are our three faiths 
standing 
solidly 
together 
in 
time of war. Irrespective of dif­ 
ferences, in the nation s peril, 
they cooperate in the spirit of 
the four chaplains who gave 
their lives that other men might 
live. 


Their story should be repeated 
often that those who fail to under­ 
stand the depth of religious sensi­ 
bilities in American life may hear 
of it anew year by year. And I; 3 
symbolic that a Jewish lodge should 
so honor the chaplains of the two 
other faiths in this age when athe­ 
ism and bigotry ride the earth.

of the presence of lingering radioactivity. You also can count on 
them to see to it that firefighters, rescue workers, and other people 
who may have to enter contaminated places do not remain there long 
enough to be injured.

WRIST WATCH DIAL CAN RE DETECTED EASILY 


But always remember our sunlight comparison. There is usually 
a whale of a difference between detectable and dangerous amounts 
of radioactivity. The rays and particles from an ordinary, luminous- 
dial wrist watch will cause a roar in the earphones of a Geiger coun­ 
ter, as just one example. We must not lose our heads just because 
radioactivity is reported as present. 


What About Protecting Yourself 
from Lingering Radioactivity? 


COVER YOURSELF TO AVOID CONTAMINATION 
WITH RADIOACTIVE MATERIALS 


, While attempting to avoid exposure to the bomb’s blast, heat, and 
oxplosive radioactivity, also do what you can to keep from being 
•bowered by radioactive waste materials.. Inside a shelter or building 
there is little or nothing to fear from this source. But if caught out- 
of-doors, try to grab hold of something to cover yourself with when 
you fall to the ground. A board or some sheets of newspaper might 
help, but a raincoat would be better. The object is, of course, to keep 
radioactive dust and raindrops off your body and clothing. When it s 
safe to get up, throw away your covering.

DO ALI YOU CAN 
TO HELF OTHER FEOFLE 


Always do what you can to help other people. There is no chance 
of your being harmed by radioactivity from the bodies of others, 
even if they have radiation injuries. 
Don’t leave injured people 
where they may be burned. Direct rescue workers to persons trapped 
in the wreckage. If necessary to bandage open cuts and wounds and 
no standard first aid equipment is available, use parts of your own 
or the victim’s clothing. But tear them from the under, not the outer 
garments. Underclothes are far less likely to be contaminated by 
radioactivity. 


CHANGE ALL OUTER GARMENTS AFTER 
LEAVING A CONTAMINATED AREA 


If you have walked through rubble from a ground burst or water 
from an undemater burst, be sure to change at least your outer 
garments and shoes. Outer clothes will automatically serve as a 
"trap" for most of the radioactivity you may accidentally pick up. 
By taking them off you will remove most of the contamination. If 
the clothing is heavily contaminated, it is best to bury it. 


TO REMOVE RADIOACTIVE WASTES, 
SCRUB YOUR BODY THOROUGHLY 


You als<P should manage to take a bath or shower, if you have 
been in an area of lingering radioactivity. It is important that all 
radioactive materials be removed as soon as possible from your body, 
and bathing is the only practical means of getting rid of them. You 
won’t need special cleaning compounds. Warm water and soap ars 
ideal. 
’ 


YOU CAN GET RID OF ALL THE RADIOACTIVE 
DIRT YOU'VE PICKED UP IF YOU KEEP SCRUBBING 


In washing, pay particular attention to your hair, for that is Ona 
place where the wastes are sure to pile up. Also give your hands a 
good scrubbing and get all dirt out from under your fingernails. If 
there is a radiological defense man handy, have him check you with 
his meter after you’ve finished your clean-up. Should he find your 
body still radioactive, again scrub yourself from head to foot. Then 
do It a third time if necessary. You -can remove practically all of 
the radioactivity if you keep at it. 


Remember all this is necessary only for persons who have come in 
contact with radioactive materials in heavily contaminated areas.

Feb. 4 (SP) — The 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protec­ 
tive Association's division here a n ­ 
nounced today it has formally peti­ 
tioned the M aryland Racing Com­ 
mission to do away with its com­ 
pulsory receiving barns 
The petition from the HBPA’s 
M aryland-Delaware-W est 
Virginia 
division asserted the barns were 
too expensive In both money and 
manpower, especially since the state 
does not assume full responsibility 
for the horses while they are in the 
barn 
In 
1048 Hip racing commiMlon 
adopted Ute use of tile compulboiy 
receiving barn tor all thoroughbred 
racing in M aryland. This makes it 
m andatory for each m ount to spend 
two hours in the receiving barn 
before walking on the track to try 
to insure against stim ulation. 
It was announced a t the time 
th a i til* horse, having been de­ 
livered to the barn, was in the 
custody of the state and th at tilt 
owners and trainers were relieved of 
responsibility for any subsequent 
developments 
In 1948, however, the racing com­ 
mission modified this ruling and 
declined all responsibility for any 
m ount later found to hava been 
stim ulated. 
No Longer Responsible 
Because the state no longer as­ 
sumes responsibility, the petition 
said, the horsemen m ust have a 
groom in “constant, every-m inute 
attendance” while the m ount is in 
the barn. W ith an owner having 
entries in three or four successive 
races, this requires a m an for every 
horse. 
"There were a total of 11.163 
starters in races in M aryland in 1950 
a t the mile and a half-m ile tracks, 
the w rit eld. “Every one of these 
11.163 starters had to go through 
the tw o-hour receiving barn pro­ 
cedure before It was eligible to 
start. 
“In all of the entire year 1950. 
not a single solitary one of the 
11.163 starters was denied perm is­ 
sion 
to race, 
or ordered 
to be 
scratched because of suspected stim ­ 
ulation. as the result of receiving 
barn confinem ent, or any pre-race 
test. 
“There were four or five horses 
scratched because of obvious physi­ 
cal Infirmities—lameness or soreness 
—defects 
which 
doubtless 
could 
have been observed in the paddock. 
'T h e detection of these half-dozen 
physically unfit horses would hardly 
Justify the assemblage into the re­ 
ceiving bam of 11,163 horses, with 
the consequent expenditure of 22,326 
hours of manpower labor required 
to guard the horses while they were 
held in the barn. 
Negligence Charged 
“Despite all of the precaution of 
the receiving barn, two cases of 
stim ulation were presented to the 
commission in the racing year 1950 
—one at Bel Air, the other a t Pim ­ 
lico. In both cases the trainer! were 
convicted—not of stim ulation—but 
of 'negligence.’ x x x“

In March of 1946, “Fortune” maga­ 
zine ran an article on soap opera 
which opened with a synopsis of 
recent happenings on “Young Wid­ 
der Brown,” a soap opera now in 
its 30th year. 
“Ellen Brown is a young widow 
with two children. She is engaged 
to Major Anthony Loring, a doctor 
doing special work for the Army at 
Simpsonville Hospital. Ellen’s chil­ 
dren oppose her marriage to An­ 
thony. 
So does Anthony’s sister 
Victoria who fears the marriage will 
keep her in Simpsonville, a town she 
despises. 
A n o t h e r complication 
{irises when Eve Sheldon, a divorcee 
Anthony once knew comes to town. 
She tells Victoria that she loves 
Anthony and intends to break up 
his romance with Ellen.” 
Well, Eve—Never trust a girl in a 
soap opera named Eve. They’re bad 
medicine—almost did wreck the ro­ 
mance back there in 1946. At least, 
the engagement was broken briefly. 
But finally Anthony discovered that 
it was Eve who was poisoning the 
minds of Ellen’s children against 
him; Eve was sent packing; Ellen 
and Anthony became reengaged. 
Just about that time, Ellen started 
going blind. Ellen, you’ll remember, 
is the famed soap opera heroine who 
contracted hysterical blindness from 
eating chocolate cake to which she 
was allergic. 
All this was back in 1946. I took 
a brief nm through soapland the 
other day to find out what Ellen 
was up to and how the years had 
treated her. She's engaged again— 
or rather reengaged again — and 
guess 
who 
the 
lucky 
man 
Is. 
Anthony Loring. Anthony has been 
sprung from the Army (though, the 
way things are going, he may be 
back in uniform any day) and is 
just a civilian doctor. After five 
years of engaged bliss, I'm afraid 
they’re as far removed from mar­ 
riage as ever. 
At the moment, Anthony has the 
district attorney on his trail for the 
murder of Horace Steel which he 
didn’t commit. Ellen and Anthony 
and 
virtually 
everyone 
else 
in 
Simpsonville knows who did kill 
Horace. It was Lita Haddon who 
murdered him in a jealous rage. 
Eve, the old temptress, has long 
since left town but Lita is upholding 
the tradition pretty darned well. 
Where Eve poisoned the children’s 
minds against Anthony, Lita has 
poisoned the mind of the police 
chief against him. Just what is 
between Lita and the police chief I 
don’t know exactly but I suspect the 
worst. 
Anyhow, Lita, who is a mental 
case, is spreading the rumor around 
that Anthony killed Horace because 
Horace was taking Ellen away from 
him. As rumors go, that’s a fairly 
logical one since everything else 
under the sun has from time to 
time torn Ellen out of Anthony’s 
arms. Anthony is trying to get Lita 
committed to an insane asylum but 
is prevented by the police chief who 
thnks he’s just trying to get her out 
of the way to protect himself . . . 


And so on. Nothing, in short, has 
changed very much in Simpsonville. 
You can readily understand the dif­ 
ficulty of transforming the "soaper 
formula” to television, if for no 
other reason than that thirteen 
years leaves marks on a girl. And 
no soap opera addict would endure 
a change of actresses. As a matter 
of fact, difficulties arose even in 
radio when they switched actors. 
One woman listened for years to 
"Pepper Young’s Family” and par­ 
ticularly enjoyed the talks Mr. and 
Mrs. Young had in bed. When a 
new actor took over Mr. Young’s 
part, she stopped listening. 
She 
couldn’t bear the thought of Mrs. 
Young in bed with another man.

Rayon Output Breaks 
Records During 1950 


The nation’s rayon industry 
broke all previous records by turning 
out 1,235,000,000 pounds during 1950, 
an article on the industry in the 
February issue of the Federal Re­ 
serve Bank of Richmond’s Monthly 
Review reported. 
Of the huge total, some 65 per 
cent was produced in Maryland, 
Virginia, West Virginia, North Caro­ 
lina and South Carolina. 
Rayon shipments for the nation 
as a whole averaged 103.3 million 
pounds a month, 13 per cent more 
than the average of the previous 
peak year, 1948, the report noted.

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State’s Air Pollution Survey 
Shows Common Cold Is More 
Acute In High Dustfall Areas 


City Smoke Program 
Aids Committee In 
Completing Report 


Cumberland’s Smoke Abatement 
program is figuring prominently in 
legislative plans to finance study 
and control of air pollution pro­ 
blems in Maryland. 
George M. Hitchcock, city smoke 
abatement engineer, presented a re­ 
port drawn up by a five-member 
scientific board to the Commission 
of Noxius Fumes at a meeting of 
the group Saturday in Baltimore. 
Data assembled by the 14-man 
committee after the state-wide sur­ 
vey which began last summer in­ 
dicates Maryland has a definite 
problem of air pollution and a re­ 
commendation for a $100,000 annual 
appropriation 
for 
financing 
its 
study and control, has been made 
by the commission. 
Colds More Frequent 
A study of morbidity in relation 
to air pollution made in certain 
areas in Cumberland revealed the 
frequency of 
common 
cold was 
greater in high dust-fall areas. This 
was not due to socio-economic dif­ 
ference, age, sex, occupational sta­ 
tus, or season. On the basis of the 
findings it seems valid that there is 
a real difference in the probability 
of contracting a cold in the differ­ 
ent areas. 
With a limited survey conducted 
no final significance can be attach­ 
ed to the findings but it offers a 
challenge to investigate the various 
facets of the problem more thoro­ 
ughly and for a long period of time, 
the commission revealed. 
Chronic diseases, namely heart 
disease, bronchial asthma, chronic 
bronchitis, chronic sinusitis, hay 
fever and others, showed no differ­ 
ence in incidence between the stud­ 
ied areas. The occurance of acute 
episodes in persons having chronic 
nasal sinusitis, chronic bronchitis 
or chronic bronchial asthma was 
no greater in the high-dust fall 
area than it was in the low dust-fall 
area. 
State Senator George W. Della 
Baltimore, chairman of the Noxius 
Fumes Commission, announced he 
would draw up a bill today auth­ 
orizing the appropriation, and in­ 
troduce it to the legislature tonight 
BUI To Ask $109,000 
The Senate bill would authorize 
the Governor to place in the state 
budget submitted to the General 
Assembly at each regular session 
an item for appropriating $100,000 
annually to the State Department 
of Health for the pollution pro­ 
gram with not less than one-half 
being paid to the State Board of 
Health of Baltimore City. 
The commission held two meet­ 
ings during the spring months of 
1950 to make plans for the survey— 
the only one of its type in the 
world—when $10,000 was appropria­ 
ted by the State and made avail­ 
able for the survey in July, 1950. 
Cumberland was chosen one of two 
sites in the state where definite 
areas of air pollution were indicat­ 
ed. The survey was made here and 
in Baltimore under the direction 
of the five-member scientific board 
of which Hitchcock was a member. 
The data compiled by Hitchcock’s 
smoke abatement program was used 
as a basis for the final recommenda­ 
tions of the committee. 
Nurses were employed by the com­ 
mission for one month for the 
purpose of surveying 2,000 people in 
each area to determine the inci­ 
dence of upper respiratory disease, 
Irritation, headache, nausea and 
other conditions which could be 
attributable to air pollution. This 
data was compared with a similar 
survey of 2,000 persons in an area 
in which pollution was very small. 
Survey Here In September 
The work was done here during 
the month of September and first 
week of October. 1950. Two areas in 
Cumberland having similar compo­ 
sition of population but with wide 
differences in air pollution as judged 
by dust-fall data were chosen. Ap­ 
proximately 400 households were 
surveyed in each city area. 
lh . 
W inter R. Frantz, health officer of 
Allegany County, and his staff, 
public nurses supplied by the State 
Department of Health, and the 
Smoke Abatement Department of 
Cumberland, aided in the survey of 
tee city’s areas. 
The public health nurses obtained 
information from each member of 
the households concerning chronic 
conditions which had been diag­ 
nosed by a physician, acute illnesses 
occur mg within the previous 30 
days, 
and 
symptoms 
appearing 
within the previous week. This por­ 
tion of the survey indicated the 
prevelance of poor health in pol­ 
luted areas as compared to better

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Yugoslavia Fearful 


lf Moscow vouches off a war against Yugoslavia 
this winter or spring. Belgrade won’t be caught nap­ 
ping. Tito's intelligence, which operates partly behind 
the bolshevik in n curtain, is already warning him 
th at preparations for Just such a move are even now 
far advanced. 
Romania, Hungary and Bulgaria, it reports, now 
have about 32 divisions under arms, or almost three 
limes the number of men permitted them under the 
peace treaties. Czechoslovakia is stockpiling aviation 
gasoline. 
Albania is receiving shipments (rf Soviet 
tanks and other war materiel. Russia herself had six 
divisions in her Danubian satellites in December, and 
there are unconfirmed rumors that she recently sent 
In more to replace Romanian and Hungarian divisions 
said to be in the Soviet Union now receiving special 
training. 
Yugoslav intelligence also reports that I SS .OOO men 
have been called to the colors in Bulgaria. Romania, 
and Hungary within seven weeks; that Russiat has 
shipped between 30J and 400 tanks to Bulgaria recent­ 
ly and has supplied a three-division air force there: 
and th at a strategic program of military highway 
building is being rushed lo completion In Hungary 
despite winter weather. There are also rumors, un­ 
confirmed. of bacteriological warfare work in Hungary*. 
But there Ss overwhelming evidence that the 
bolshevist bloc tv forging a ring of military encircle­ 
ment around Yugoslavia, the only Communist nation 
not subservient to Russia. If this doesn't mean war. It 
certainly indicates that Russia is turning the heat 
on and will continue to increase it. The Balkans, with 
their poor transport facilities, their mountainous ter­ 
rain, and other military disadvantage* arc not well 
suited to a sudden attack not preceded by extensive 
preparations. 
Such preparations are clearly under 
way. 
This does not necessarily mean that Russia Is 
planning to use her own troops. Yugoslavia has the 
second largest army on the European continent, but 
It is probably o&numbered by the hostile forces on 
her borders. 
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This n a 4 ion. which once pined for a good five-cent 
cigar, would now be more than satisfied to settle for 
a suitable $5,000 hom e. 


The Terror Of 


The recent death of Mrs. Jacob S. Coxey draws 
attention to the fact that h e r husband, one of th e 
most talked-of men in the nation over half a century 
ago but now forgotten, is still alive at 96. 
The middle nineties were d ark days of h ard tim es, 
surpassed only bv the depression w hich began in 1929. 
Lawlessness was In the air, and alarm was m anifested 
w hen “General” Coxey led an arm y of unem ployed to 
Washington, demanding th a t governm ent bonds be 
issued without interest to finance road-building and 
o th er form s of pjDlic employment. The timid saw the 
beginning of rel a tio n , even as in 1932 som e with 
overw rought nerves saw* a sim ilar peril when the 
bonus-seeking v eteran s were 
driven o u t of th eir 
Washington encam pm ent by troops. 
“Coxey’s Army” did n o t survive to be so repressed. 
It melted away by degrees on th e long m arch across 
Ohio and Pennsylvania, and th e few rem aining dis­ 
banded when Covey was arrested for trespassing on 
the Capitol grass. The fiasco should be a rem inder 
to those in authority not to be frightened easily. 
Coxey has since dabbled In politics occasionally, 
running for high office on m inor p arty tickets and 
once being elected mayor of his hom e city of Mas­ 
sillon, Ohio. His arm y of unem ployed long since w ent 
back to work. or to oblivion.

WASHINGTON.—Ifs still an of­ 
ficial secret but the United States 
will soon be independent of the rest 
of the world when it come* to 
opium. 
This independence will be obtain­ 
ed by planting about 30.000 acres 
of poppies hi California and the 
Far West; second, by ming a new 
substitute for morphine--me thud mr. 
Most people don’t realize it. but 
the hospitals of the United States 
could hardly function without op­ 
ium. In addition, opium and its de­ 
rivatives—morphine and codeine— 
would be Indispensable in an atomic 
bomb disaster. Yet our chief sources 
of opium are now either under or 
near Communist domination. One 
opium area, China, is now complete­ 
ly Communist, while another. Iran, 
could be taken over by Russia in 
a few days. A third source, Mace­ 
donia, is on the precarious edge of 
the iron curtain. 
Therefore, having learned a les­ 
son in World War II. when we let 
Hie Japanese take over the quinine 
supply of the Dutch East Indies, 
the National Research Council and 
Hie Munitions Hoard, under Chair­ 
man Jack Small, are getting pre­ 
pared for an eventual ( plum short­ 
age. 
First, a synthetic substitute for 
morphine, methodine, according to 
Dr. Isaac Starr of the University 
of Pennsylvania, can be m anufact­ 
ured from available domestic chem­ 
icals. Furthermore, it can be pro­ 
duced at only a fraction of tile cost 
of morphine. 
Second, the Munitions Board has 
been collecting opium-bearing pop­ 
pies through several research farms 
in the West, and now has on hand 
enough poppy seed to plant 30.000 
acres. In a few months more, suf­ 
ficient seed will ta* available for 
70,000 acres and this acreage, .M eld­ 
ing two crops a year, will be enough 
to supply the entire nation.

I - Exact location oi 
the 
poppy farms is being kept a secret 
for fear they will become a mecca 
of dope addicts. 
Note 2—Word of the new U. S. 
opium supply will bring howls of 
anguish to the international opium 
monopoly which has tieen hiking 
prices to American purchasers.
